CREAMERY MERTING. 

The annua] meeting of the Edmon- 
ton District Butter & Cheese Manv- 
facturing Association was held in the 
town council chamber on Saturday 
afternoon, Feb. 4th. The president, 
John Kennedy, in the chair, A. C. 
Rutherford, secretary. The follow- 
ing officers were elected for the ensu- 
ing year: President, John Kennedy ;

“As will be seen the average price is 
considerably higher for 1898, but not 
so high as at the other creameries, 
owing to the small supply of cream or 
milk during the spring and fall: when 
the prices are best. This is a point 
T want to impress on the patrons at 
Edmonton as forcibly as possible, 
The Edmonton butter sold at as good 
figures as that from other creameries 
at the same time. In order to make 
a good average price for the patrons 
we must have a liberal supply of milk 
or cream during the early and late 
parts of the season. 

“I shall leave for Alberta in a 
couple of days or so, and as soon as all 
the printed statements are out I shall 
call a meeting of the patrons to dis- 
cuss thefe points in detail: also as 
regards the operating of separating 
stations during the current year.” 

There was considerable discussion 
regarding an amount of $551, being 
balance on valuation of property taken 
over from the old company, for which 
the dairy commissioner hai not pro- 
vided, although he had when making 
the arrangements two years ago de- 
finitely agreed to do so. It was 
pointed: out that tho rental of 7 per 
cent on the value of the buildings had 
not yet been paid, and the second 
year's payment for cold storage was 
still due. A committee was appoint- 
ed to render an account for rent and 
storage to the government, and to 
request that the government provide 
for the bakince due on the property 
acquired as agreed by Prof. Robertson. 

A number of complaints were made 
against the buttermaker, and a re- 
solution passed asking that he be 
replaced for the ceming season.
